the state senatorial redistricting pro­ 
posal was Injected into the conven­ 
tion by a resolution introduced by 
Pollute Elvins of Boone Terre, to 
compel the redistricting committee 
to make its report. 
When Elvins Introduced his resolu­ 
tion calling for a 
report from 
the 
committee on the state 
senatorial 
redistricting plan, a motion to table 
the resolution w*as defeated by a 
vote of 39 to 28; 
After heated de­ 
bate the resolution was adopted by 
the same vote. 
Members of the convention vigor­ 
ously declared that the code body 
was not politic and asserted that the 
m atter of changing the state senator 
ial districts should be left to 
the 
legislature. Other members favoring 
the resolution said that it was re­ 
ported that the convention was “at­ 
tempting to dodge the issue” by de­ 
ferring action on the redistricting 
proposal. 
Elvins, author of the resolution, 
said that Its purpose was “to get an 
express! n from the convention as 
to whether or not the body should 
tackle the question.” 
To date the committee on redis­ 
tricting has made no report although 
members have made various drafts 
or prpposals for senate 
districts. 
The committee as created was to 
have power of redistricting the con­ 
gressional, judicial 
and 
senatorial 
districts of Missouri, but members of 
the committee have declared they 
feel that they have no powder over 
the congressional districts, and that, 
they do not think the judicial dis­ 
tricts should be changed. 
This leaves only the state senate 
districts for consideration by the 
committee and virtually all members 
of the convention agree that this 
issue will cause one of the hottest 
fights th at the code body has ex­ 
perienced.

TOO MUCH GOVERNMENT.” 


From the Chicago News. 
Summing up the impressions gained by 
recent travel through many states in the 
union, one of the 
correspondents of the 
Daily News asserted in his dispatch to this 
newspaper the other day that a deeep and 
significant issue was 
emerging in Ameri­ 
can politics—namely, the issue between too 
much bureaucracy and too much avoidable 
interference and meddling by government, 
on the one hand, and, on the other hand, 
a vigorous reassertion of American ideas of 
liberty, healthy individualism and private 
initiative. 
The fanaticism 
of certain 
aggressives 
which 
has 
led in many cases to the 
violation of constitutional guaranties and 
invasion of the home, has been a contribut­ 
ing factor of some importance in the grow­ 
ing beaucracy, but in the correspondent’s 
view the drink question “is coming to be 
only a part and 
an increasingly smaller 
part of a general reaction against every 
sort” of unnecessary and arbitrary inter­ 
ference with the citizen. 
It is high time a powerful, nationwide re­ 
action was developed against the tendency 
to multiply restrictions, set up new regula­ 
tory agencies, increase costs of government 
and heap up loose and uncertain statutes 
productive of 
litigation 
and 
confusion. 
Signs of such a wholesome reaction are dis­ 
cernible even among the 
wage-workers, 
who are often misrepresented by political 
radicals, and among the self-reliant farm­ 
ers, equally misrepresented by self-consti­ 
tuted leaders of a supposed agrarian move­ 
ment in favor of fiat money and govern­ 
mental fixing of agricultural prices. 
Of late certain officers of the railroad 
brotherhoods repudiated the demand for 
railroad nationalization made by sundry 
radical groups in the name of organized 
labor. There are more stanch adherents to 
the sound old American gospel of civil and 
industrial liberty than 
the 
bureaucrats 
think ,and they are at last beginning to pro­ 
test against wanton, injurious attacks upon 
the spirit and essence of American institu­ 
tions.

ROLLA, Mo., July 17.—"The his­ 
tory of Missouri is the history of her 
mineral resources,’* said H. A. Beu'i- 
ler, head of the Missouri Geological 
Survey in an address to students of 
the Class of Special Correspondence 
of the School of Journalism, Univer­ 
sity of Missouri. "In this state we 
have extensive 
mineral 
resources 
and our earth contains a greater va­ 
riety of economic minerals than any 
other fctate of the • United 
States. 
Missouri’s history began with a con­ 
quest for mineral deposit;. 
Phillip 
Reno, a Frenchman with 200 follow­ 
ers, was one of the first explorers 
to this country in the search for min­ 
erals. He made an effort to develop 
the Ozark regions. 
Missouri has nearly every kind of 
mineral. 
In St. 
Francois 
County 
lies the greatest lead producing coun 
try in the world. Fifty per cent of 
the barite of the world is mined in 
Missouri. 
Near St. Louis 
is 
the 
greatest fire clay district 
in 
the 
United States next to the deposits of 
Pennsylvania. 
We also have dias­ 
pore clay which is partly aluminum 
and Is also used for fire brick. About 
7,000 tons of coal are mined annually 
and there are the large lead and zinc 
deposits near Joplin. 
Cobalt 
and 
nickel are mined extensively 
and 
Iron Mountain 
has 
only 
recently 
been reopened 
to mine 
ircn ore. 
There is hardly a county in Missouri 
which does not contain 
some rich 
mineral deposits. There is wealth in 
Missouri’s rocks, in 
her 
marbles, 
granites, and lim .tones.” 
To aid in a more extensive inves­ 
tigation of the mineral resources of 
this district and to establish a labor­ 
atory for experimentation and re­ 
search the United States Bureau of 
Mines will open a laboratory at the 
Rolla School of Mines this fall. 
A 
building to cost $115,000 is now un­ 
der construction on the school cam­ 
pus which will be maintained by the 
State and Governmental mine 
de­ 
partments for the use of government 
employees and the students of the 
school. Charles E. Van Barneveld of 
St. Louis will be in charge of 
the 
government work in the laboratory 
while Dr. Charles II. Fulton will 
have charge of the School cf Mines 
department. The building was start­ 
ed about a year ago and will be
